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REMARKS 

Claims 12, 13, 17-25, 28, 29, and new claim 76 are in this application. 
Claims 12, 17, 18, 22, and 23 have been amended. 

New claim 76 has been presented to provide applicant with the scope of coverage to 
which they are entitled. 

Claims 16, 17, 22, and 27 have been objected to but have been indicated as containing 
allowable subject matter. 

Claim 12 has been amended to contain the allowable subject matter of claim 16 and the 
limitation of claim 14. Therefore, claim 12 and its dependent claim 13 are submitted as being 
allowable. 

Claims 14, 15, and 16 have been canceled. 

Claims 17 and 18 have been amended to depend from amended claim 12 and therefore, 
are submitted as being allowable. 

Claim 19 is dependent from claim 12, as amended, and therefore, claim 19 and each of its 
dependent claims 20 and 21 are submitted as being allowable. 

Claim 22 has been amended to remove redundancies, is dependent from claim 20, and 
therefore, is submitted as being allowable. 

Claim 23 has been amended to include the limitations of allowable claims 26 and 27 and 
therefore, is submitted as being allowable. 

Claims 26 and 27 have been canceled. 

Claims 24, 25, 28, and 28 are dependent from allowable amended claim 23 and therefore, 
are submitted as being allowable. 
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New claim 76 includes the limitation "wherein a length of each of the recesses is longer 
than a thickness of the cap and is smaller than that of the container." 

This limitation is neither disclosed, taught, nor suggested by the art of record, including, 
specifically, WO 97/14967 previously applied prior to the present amendment of the claims. 

Accordingly, new claim 76 is submitted as being allowable.
